MURDER T« YEARS AGO 


Denver, Feb. 4.—Charged with one 


of the most ptrocious murders in the 
annals 
of 
Kentucky's 
mountaineer 


Jeudb. Charles Herndon, 48 jears old, 
who came here from Oklahoma City, 
a few mouths ago, was arrested on 
the Kritchfleld ranch ten miles south 
of Byers, Colo., 'by Detectives Tim- 
othy Connor and John Kenney yester- 
day and brought W the city jail. He 
had evaded arrest for a dozen years 
by traveling through six states and 
much of Old Mexico with rewards ag- 
gregating $10,000 on his head. 


Chief of Police Armstrong heard jf 


Herndou's presence in Colorado, and 
although he learned that the rewards 
for the man has been withdrawn re- 
cently by the state ot Kentucky and 
various county officials the chief di- 
rected the detectives to make the ar- 
rest. 


Herndon is charged with deliberate- 


ly murdering ills young wife, Eliza- 
beth Taylor Herndon, near her moth- 
er's" home in Whitley county, fifteen 
miles from Williamshurg, the coun.y 
seat, December 33, 1896.

Elizabeth Herndon, Charles HerndO) 
had a yea • !n the state penitentiary at 
Frankfji't, Ky., for stabbing a man 
whom he accused of being on*too inti- 
mate terras with her.

Rmker, Detectives Connor and Ken- 
ney went to Byers Saturday.

armed with a revolver ond that the 
fugitive kept a Winchester in the 
corner of his cabin.

of the many novels of Kentucky life 
by John -Fbx, Jr. 


The man's auditors had but to close 


their ej.es to scent the bluegrass and

Herndon ra-mWed through his confes- 
sion. 


The prisoner said that the killing 


of his wife occurred after he had 
gone to the home of her mother and 
then to that of a sister to get her. 
He said that she had "been guilty of 
laisons with two men and deserted 
him for Gallowav Carnes, who was 
later killed. 


Herndon said last night that on the 


fatal day twelve years ago, he had 
gone to the home of his sister-ln- 
law,*Mrs. T. Moore, in an effort to get 
his young wife to return -to his home 
for Christmas.
